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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is directed to printing an encrypted document at a destination 
device. 

Independent claim 1 , identify the uniquely distinct features of " sending an 
associated key to decrypt said encrypted document from said data center to a mobile 
device: sending the encrypted document from the data center to said destination device 
based on said identifying information: sending said associated key from said mobile 
device to said destination device: and decrypting said document using said associated 
key to retrieve said document at said destination device. " 

Prior art, Sarwal (US 6,662,052) teaches a server can be a mobile device such 
as a laptop computer (column 14, lines 15-20) and the closest prior art Smith (US 
6,061 ,448) teaches sending an associated key to decrypt an encrypted document from 
a data center to server (an mobile device in view of Sarwal); sending the encrypted 
document from the data center to the server/mobile device based on identifying 
information; sending said associated key and the encrypted document from the mobile 
device/server to said destination device; and decrypting said document using said 
associated key to retrieve said document at said destination device. 

The combination of Sarwal and Smith although teaches sending the encrypted 
document from the data center to a mobile device based on identifying information; and 
sending the encrypted document from the mobile device to said destination device, the 
combination of Sarwal and Smith does not teach sending the encrypted document from 
the data center to said destination device based on said identifying information. 
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Applicant defines "the document server sends the document to the destination 
printing device" as the present invention (see page 3, line 14, page 3, lines 19-20, page 
4, lines 22-25 of applicant's specification) and the detailed description of the present 
invention can be found in page 5-page 9, lines 1-7, specification. Applicant further 
defines "the document server sends the document to the mobile device and the mobile 
device sends the document to the destination printing device" as another embodiment 
(see page 4,lines 1-8, page 9, line 7 of applicant's specification) and the detailed 
description of the another embodiment can be found in page 9, and page 10, lines 1-5, 
specification. Applicant elects the embodiment "the document server sends the 
document to the destination printing device" to be examined and not electing the 
embodiment "the document server sends the document to the mobile device and the 
mobile device sends the document to the destination printing device." 

Independent claims 26, 30, 45 are allowed based on the same reasons.
